ghry 4re Satisfird Now to Observe the Terms of the 
President’s Proclamation—New Postmasters 
Appointed— fae Decrease of the Public 
Debt-BRemoving the Fences. 


WasursoTon, August 31.—The period of forty 
days fixed by the president in his proclamation 
ordering the removal of the cattle ranches from 
the Cheyenne and Arepahoe agency in the 
Indien territory, expirestomorrow. The sec- 
retary of the interior has received advices 
from the territory indicating the purpose of 
{he ranchers to comply with the terms 
of the proclemation to the best of their abili- 
ty, and inousands of head of cattle ara now 
route to the other states and terri- 
fories. [t is not believed that the services of the 
militsry force will be required to complete the 
evyacuniion of the territory. 

An impression Is said to prevail among the 
cattlemen thatthe orderof the president of 
August 14, calling for the removal of all the 
fénces ou public lands, will not be enforced. 
It issiatcd at the department, however, that 
the orcer will be enforced to the letter, and 
with the full force of the military if necessary. 

It is estimated at the treasury department 
that there bas been a decrease of about $3,000,- 
900 in the public debt during the month of 
August. 

TUF REMOVAL OF THE FENCES. 

it isnot the intention of the secretary of 
the interior to issue any general order in re- 
gerd to the removal of fences from public 
lands, but it has been determined to «eal with 
esses of the violation of law specifically. It 
is believed that better results will be thus ob- 
tained than from a general order, which 
would be looked upon as a proclamation bind- 
ing upon no one in particular, The special 
agents of the land office are under instructions 
to report to the department all cases of illegal 
fexcing, and instructions looking to the re- 
moval of the fences are promptly furnished 
for their cuidance in each case. Where the 
egent is able to effect a removal he is directed 
to do so, aud when necessary the United States 
marsbais are to be called upon through 
the attorney e@neral. This action was taken 
today upon the report of an agen showing 
that a large tract of public land was illegally 
ferce’ inin southern Colorado, adjoining the 
Kaneas jine. A letter was sent to the attorney 
general requesting him to cause the United 
States morshal to remoye the fences.

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BUTLER’S ALLEGED BILL. 


The Catile Men Agree That It is Mistaken 
Policy, 

Sr, Lovrs, August 41.—Cattle men here, re- 
ferring to the alleged application by General 
Butler to Judge Miller, of the United States 
supréme court, for an order restraining the 
execuiion of the president’s proclamation, 
clearing ranches in the ‘Cheyenne and Ara- 
pahoe reservations of cattle, say they 
think Q mistake has been made, 
and if Butler has applied for an injunction 
stall, it refersto the order of the president 
for the removal of the fences from the public 
domain. frank B. York, president aud man- 
ager of the Wichita cattle company, who re- 
tired from the reservation a few 
days e2g0, says he heard of 
no such action having been § taken 
by the cattlemen. Oathe contrary, he says, 
the cattle are moving in every direction and 
the cattlemen are using every means to com- 

ly with the president’s order; that fully one- 

alfof the cattle are already off the reser- 
vation, and that the remainder will be out of it 
Within thirty days, Mr. Allen, of the firm of 
Hunter & Evans, states that their latest advi- 
ces are that there is greatest activity among 
inc cattlemen on the reservation, and every 
exertion is being made to get their herds off 
the Jer as speedily as possible. He 
is —s Satisfied that the reservation 
Wul be cleared very soon after the time al- 
lowed by the president’s order expires. Mr. 
Pollard, of the Jaw firmof Taylor aud Pol- 
lard, who represent legally a large number of 
cattlemen, says he has no knowledge of such 
action, and thinks the injunction mentioned 
refers to the fence removing order.

A Miystericus Murder Committed in New 
York Yosterday. 

New Yorx, August 31.—A little before two 
o’clock teday Tom Davis, or as he is also 
known, Wm. Warren, was shot through the 
heart and killed in a room which he called his 
office, in the third floor of number 113 Reade 
street. The man who shot Davis gives the 
name of James T.Holland,and is understood to 
bea Texan. For several years Davis, who has 
been a well known sporting man, has occupied 


atmall room in mumber113 Reade street. 
7 was Sitting at the desk in his office when 
ebot. 

The room fronts West Broadway, is about 
ten feet long by six feet wide, and appears not 
to have been cleaned or cared for in years. A 
s:ngle window supplies uncertain light in the 
daytime. The floor is covered by matting. 
Cheap paper covers the walls. Soiled and 
musty maps dangle from rasty nails, while 
an old oaken desk with two chairs and 
sn empty box constitute the furniture. 
Here Davis, a3 he is baat 
known, Wes supposed to conduct a brokerage 
business and mining specula'ion. Besides 
himeelfand brother Theodore, better known 
es ‘‘The.”’ Davis, no one is known to hsve 
frequented the office. As Davis regularly 
peid his rental of $15 per week to the landlord 
who keeps the liquor saloon on the first floor, 
bo one questioned him or interfered with his 
business, The first news ot the murder was 
given by the dead man’s brother, 
“The’’ Davis. He was present at the time of 
the shooting, and fell down two flights of 
stairs after the murder. The brother hailed 
an oiicer, pointed out Holland, who was walk- 
ing rapidly down West Broadway towards 
Chambers. Holland was stopped by an 
cfiicer, and went with him to the police 
station without resistance or objection. 
Hie there was reticent, but stated that the 
killing was justifiabie. When searched, a 
beavy Colts revolver was found suspended 
from the waistband of his trousers. He had 
also in his possession $1,500 ia bank notes and 
two gold watches.

murder Holland would 
He stated that he was a Texan, 
33 years old, and had come from 
Abilene. Meantime an ambulance 
hed arrived, but Davis wasdeai. He lay at 
full length upon the floor, his head toward 
the door. In his right hand was a $5 bill, and 
scattered about were bonds, the face of which 
represented $500. A pool of blood that had 
flowed from the bullet wound showed that 
deeth bad not been instantaneous. The wall 
was smeared with biood, and the door casing 
and desk showed that Davis had been shot 
twice, first taking effect in the 
left breast an inch above the heart, 
and the socond in the back, under the right 
shoulder blade. Appearances would indicate 
thet when first shot Davis eat at hisdesk with 
Holiand standing or sitting at his left side. 
After being shot once Davis evidentiy sprang 
toward the door, probably to oppose the exit 
of his murderer, and while deing e9 was shot 
inthe back. Though nothing is known as to 
the cause of the shooting, it is supposed 
that Ifolland had been enticed 
to Davis’ office to be made the purchaser of 
bonds and mining stock shares, of which 
Davis’ desk contained a quantity. One bun- 
dle contained $20,500 worth of these apparent 
securities. They were presumably issued by 
the city of Mattoon, Ill. Blank snares of the 
Santa Rita Silver Mining company, of Neva- 
ca, and of the Pioneer and Inskip mill and 
mibping camnany, was fonad in one ofthe desk 
drawers. Inthe dead man’s pocke; was found 
$554 in United States bank notes, and $42 in 
Cansdian bills,a gold open faced watch, a 
ticket to Peekskill over the Hudson railroad, 
a paper containing a Ieck of hair and a bunch 
ot keys. Little or nothingis known of Hol- 
lend. Itis gaid he has used several names, 
and that he comes from Colorado. Heis about 
five feet® eleven inches high, light complex- 
iop, and well built. He has straight light 
brown hair and a light moustache. He claims 
to be a single man. 

The following statement has tonight been made 
by Theodore Davis, brothe: of the murdered man:

Thomas Davis, to buy 
He stopped at the Merchauts’ 
hotel in Courtlandt streét. His visit to the offive 
was for the purpose of obtsining $10,000 in coun: 
te:feit money. On hisarrival be entered the room 
occupied by Thomas Davis, whose desk stood clear 
by a partition dividivg the room in 
two parts, in the second room, 
unknown to Holland, Theodore Davis, 
the parrator, was concealed. Apparently the 
rooms were distinct. Davis produced and showed 
Holland $10,000 in genuine greenbacks. Holland 
examined thebills and handed them back to 
Davis, who placed them ina black hand bag on 
the desk close to the partition. He then endeav- 
ored to engage the Texan in conversation, and 
tricd to Gistract his attention. At what he 
thought was the proper moment he gave the con- 
certed signal, and Theodore Davis opened the 
trap door in the partition, and removed the bags, 
intending to replace it with one similarin ap- 
pearance, but containing only a quantity of 
paper done up im packages looking 
Jike bank notes. At this moment 
Holland chanced to glauce off from counting his 
money and saw the movement. In a moment he 
wes on bis feet, and had drawn his pistol. “You 
s—ofak—h,’’ he cried, ‘“youfare trying to rob 
me. Take that,’’ and fired. When Thomas Davis 
saw Holland’s motion, he jumped backwards to- 
wards the door leading into the hall, but the bul- 
let struck him aboutan inch tothe left of the 
nippie. passing through the hesrt. It weut en- 
tirely through the body, and after etriking the 
ninth rib deflected somewhat upward, and cane 
out at the back and entered the partition, which 
separated Davis's office fromthe reom occapi 

by the Alderney Caromel company. Davis fell 
desd upon the floor, and then Holland 
turned and fired a shot torough the partition of 
the rcom in which Theodore Davis was concealed. 
Tben the Texen walked down stairs and into the 
street, when Theodore Davis followed him crying: 
“BHehesshot my brother.” ‘Sa I did, the s— of 
a b—b,” retorted Holland, ‘He tried to rob me, 
and this is the pistol I shot him with.” The 
brother, the murderer and Officer Sullivan went 
back to the office at Reade street, where Holland 
pointed toa beg containing the spurious mouey, 


saying: “Officer, I want you to take charge of this 


bag.’ 

Nollana was then taken to the station, while 
Theodore Davis puton his hat and coat, and tak- 
ing the $10,000 in good money which had lain ua- 
noticed in the back room, cine. When he 
went to the station to surrender himself, he no 
longer had the $10,000. Inthe crowd, he said a 
man whom he knew es a friend of Holland, called 
upon the police to arrest him. The men was ar- 
rested and gave his name as John T. Hill. He is 
detained as a witness.

ROAD AGENTS RBVIVSD IN THE

The Party Captured While in the Midst of Their 
Plundering-—An Ohio Man’s Troubles Over 
His Wife—Bridge-Burners Foiled in

Hriexa, Mont., August 31.—The Maysville 
coach was stopped by two highwaymen about 
eight miles out of Helena Saturday, and the 
treasure box, containing about $12,000 in bul- 
lion from the Drummon mine, was taken.

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BOOTH’S GRBAT DESPERATION, 


He Shoots at Two Women and then Kilis 
Himself, 

Ironton, O., August 31.—In Texas Hollow, 
thirteen miles from here, W. E. Booth, Satur- 
day night, made an ineffectual attempt to 
kill two women and then killed himself. 
Booth, a tay ago, married Alice Montgomery 
egainst the wishes of her parents and took her 
to his father’s house. Disaffection sprang up 
between his mother and his wife, and 
after a time he joined his 
mother in mistreating his wife, and the girl’s 
fathertook her home. Sincethen he has 
made threats against her relatives, and has 
begged her to live with him, but she has re- 
fused. On Saturday night Booth, while intox- 
icated ,went to the house of Merrit Willis, who 
married his wife’s half sister, and found 
his wife’s mother, Mrs. Montgomery, and 
Mrs. Willis eating a midnight lunch. He 
immediately fired two shots at Mrs. Mont- 
gomery and one at Mrs. Willis. Both 
ecreamed and fell, and Booth, thinking that 
he bad killed them, ran nearly to his father’s 
house and then shot himself through the 
head. Hewasthe only son of a respected 
farmer and had received a good education. 
A paper found in his pocket outlined his pur- 
pose of murder and suicide. Mrs. Montgom- 
ery was not hit, but Mrs. Willis was wounded 
in the side.

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DREW A REVOLVER. 


A Man’s Shu!]l Plowed all Around by a 
Bullet, 

Ermira, N. Y., August 31.—At Corning, 
New York, Saturday, two tramps. James M. 
Murray and Joseph Martin, had an alterca- 
tion in the Dougherty hotel, when Murray 
drew a revolver and shot Martin, the bullet 
taking effect over the letter’s right eye, 
shoneinnn through the skull and inflicting a 
serious but not dangerous wound. Murray ran 
down the street, and was pursued by a large 
crowd. Heturned and fired several times, 
hitting a railroad brakeman named Harring- 
ton, the ball takingefiect in his groin, and 
making a very dangerous wound. Murray 
wes finelly captured and the officers had all 
they could do to keep the crowd from lynch- 
ing him. He was lodged in jail and denies all 
knowledge of the shooting. 


Shets Fired at a Wife, 

New Lonvox, Conn., August 31.—This 
morning William Brockway, @ young farmer 
of Waterford, fired three shotsat his wife. 
Two teok effect in her back near the shoulder 
blade, and the otherin theright hand. He 
then shot himself in the forehead. Brockway 
will recover, but his wife will rr die. 
He was promptly arrested and brouzht to 
New London, pending his trial. Jealousy was 
the cause of the act. 


A Man’s Head Torn Of, 

Inpianapotis, Auguet 31.—The mornin 
irein on the “Big Four” road ran over an 
killed Henvey Hahn, completely severing his 
head from his body. Hehn was 70 years of 
age and a prominent musician, for more 
then thirty years he had been a member of 
the theater orchestras. He fled from Germany 
in 1848, in company with the revolutionists of 
that year, and located in this city. He leaves 
a family, one of bis children being Mrs, Bar- 
meer, a leading soprano.

Two Well Known Young Ladies Lose Their 
Lives. 

Jerary Crry, N. J., August 31.—An error by 
a druggist resulted in the fatal poisoning of 
two well known young ladies in Hoboken this 
morning. C. F. Holz, a millionaire wine mer- 
chant, returned with his tamily to their home, 
No. 210 Hudson street, from the Catskills on 
Wednesday lest. Two of his daughters, 


Gretchen and Margeret, aged nineteen years, 
apd Ella, aged sixteen, were in- 
disposed, and Dr. August Lowenthal, 
& jyourg physician, to whom Gretchen 
was betrothed, was summoned to attend them, 
and found them suffering from malaria. He 
wrete the prescription for four powders of ten 
grsing. ot quinine each, and had them filled 
himeélf at the drug store ot C. Am Ende, 
reputed to be one of the bast 
druggists in the country, at the 
corner of Washington and Seventh streets, 
Each of the two girls took one of the powders 
at 10 0’clock last night. When Dr. Lowen- 
thal left for his home, about 10 o’clock this 
morning, Ella’s peculiar breathing alarmed 
her family, and they sroused her with diffi- 
culty, She begen vomiting, and Dr. Lowen- 
thal was summoned. He pronounced her symp- 
tcms those of poison, and Dr. Cowand, 
of New York, was telegraphed for. Gretchen 
exhibited no unusual symptoms, and assisted 
im Working over her sister, making the case 
more, mysterious. She soon, however, began 
to exhibit identical symptoms.The powder was 
€¢xemined and found tobe morphine, there 
being. enough to killseveral men in each 
dose. The druggist was sent for and 
avmitted thet he had made a mistake. He 
then rushed from the house, and has not since 
been found, and it is feared he has committed 
tuicide. By this time six physicians had 
gathered at the pedside, doing all possible to 
revive the victims, but without avail, Gretchen 
dying at about eight o’ciock. At noon Ella’s 
condition was very critical, and the physicians 
hed little hope of saving her. Dr. Lowenthal 
is prostrated with grief. Holtz isa member 
of the firm of Holtz & Hoennecke, No. 349 
Brosdway, New York. 

County Physician Converse and Acting 
Chief of Police Edmondson held a consultation 
this afternoon, at which it was decided to 
arrest the druggist whose blunder caused 
the death of Miss Holtz. Previous to this 
search had been made, but the druggist could 
not be found. Rumors prevailed to the effact 
that he bad committed suicide, and his most 
intimate friends expressed themselves satis- 
fied that he would not survive the disgrace. 
Later Detective Gallegher proceeded to his 
rcsidence, where he found him, in his private 
apartment, with his arms on a table and head 
reeting in his hands.

Thorcughly alarmed, Gallegher hurried to 
the estore tocummon the clerk. As he went 
dcwn stairs he met Mr. Heinrich Steinberg, 
of the Staats Zeitung editorial staff, an inti- 
mate friend of the druggist, going up. While 
in the hallway Gallagher heard Steinberg 
call for help, and runuing back was told that 
the druggirt had taken poison. He confessed 
thst he had swallowed a dose of atrophia, 
the alkaloid obtained from bel- 
Jedonna. Physicians were hastily summone:! 
but before their arrival the druggist had be- 
come unconscious. He had taken five grains 
of the drug, the usual dose of which ranges 
from one-tenth to one-sixty-fourth of a grain. 
This evening he is conscious, but very low, 
and his recovery is considered oxtremely 
doubtful. The house is in charge of the police, 
and should he recover his removal to the sta- 
tionhouse will follow. 

Crowds of sympathizing friends have called 
ai the Holtz mansion. ith the exception of 
that of the Stevens family, it is the finestin 
the city. Six physicians are bringing to bear 
alltheir ekill upon Miss Ella, whose condition 
is considered almost hopeless. The body of 
the feldest daughter, Gretchen, has been pre- 

sred for burial. The parents are heart- 
»cken over the sad affair, and have the 
sympathy of the entire community. The 
young Doctor Lowenthal, who unwittingly 
administered the fatal drug, is completely 
prestrated, and his friends have grave fears 
as tothe ultimate result of the shock he has 
received. The druggist is about forty-five 
ears old, unmarried and a prosperous citizen. 

e is well known in medical circles, and is 
frequently quoted as authority in ihe German 
text books, of which he has written several. 


POISONED THROUGH SPITE. 


Negress Proved That She 
Was No Fool,

THE CHOLERA. 


IT MAKES ITS APPBARANCE IN 
ITALY. 


The People Terribly Bxcited Over the Reappear- 
ence Of the Plegue—The Mealth ofthe German 
Emperor—Ffrance to Inquire Into the 
Death of Oliver Paine—Vablegrams, 


Rone, August 31.—Cholera has made its ap- 
pearance in Ponzone, near Acuqui, in the 
province of Alessandria. Eleven persons have 
been attacked. Four havedied. The conta- 


gion was conveyed by a family from Mar- 
beilles. 

Lisson, August 31.—The cholera appears to 
be decreasing, but nine deaths occurred from the 
discase during the fifteen hours ending at 
three o'clock this afternoon. There seems to 
be little, if any, decrease in the panic among 
the peopfe, however. Onethousand workman 
have deserted their places at the arsenal and 
fled before the scourge, Both divisions of the 
evolutionary squedron have been removed 
from Toulon and stationed in the gulfof San 
Juan to await the subsidence of the epidemic. 

Maprip, August 51.—Three thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-three new cages ol cholera 
and 1,248 deaths were reported throughout 
Spein yesterday. 

The statistics of cholera in Spain for the past 
week show roughly that there was a daily 
average decrease of 300 new cases and 140 
deaths. In Granada and Saragonathis de- 
crease was most notable, while in Madrid and 
Barcelena there was no change. In Valencia, 
Toledo and Zeamora there was an increase in 
the number of new cases and deatha. 

In the past twelve hours"l3 new cases of 
cholera and 10 deaths have been reported in 
this city. Since the outbreak of the cholera 
in Spsin, 223,546 persons have. been attacked 
by the disease; 82,619 have died, 

Manrsrittes, Auguat 31.—Thore were 28 
deaths from cholera in this city to-day. 
Alarm is subsiding and business is going on 
as usual. Departures are about normal in 
number. The numberof deaths in this city 
during August was 2,5ll,of which 955 were 
caused by cholera, 

Tovtoy, August 31.—Eight deaths from 
cholera have been reported heretoday. The 
weather is stormy, and an increase of the 
epidemic is feared. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 31.—In conse- 
quence of the appearance of cholera at Naples, 
allveesels arriving here from Italian ports 
will be subjected to quarantine. 

GipraLtak, August 51.—One death from 
cholera occurred here today, making the tenth 
fatal case within Gibraltar since the outbreak 
ofthe disease in Spain. Six new cases of 
cholera and two deaths from the disease oc- 
curred within the Spanish lines at this point 
yesterday.

The pass system levies a tax 
of $50,000 per annum Sn the roads. They 
can’t afford to be taxed, you say, on an equal- 
ity with other citizens, and yei this tax is ley- 
ied. If there were no free passes there would 
be as much traveling as now or there would 
be less.. If there would be as much traveling 
we ar¢ taking earnings from the road, and jf 
there would be less we would have mora mem- 
bers hero to attend totheir busioess. Tae cus- 
fom bes simost grown into a law, and the 
railroscs don’t dare to refuse these 

esses. The roadsshould extend more oftheir 
courtesies to their employes ii they can ex- 
tend courtesies so liberally. 

Mr. Beyd, of Lumpkin, eaaid it was nota 
geod custom. It was au unjust discrimination 
sgainst the people of the state. As long as the 
railros¢es give passes to the represontatives, 
they wil! be looked upon with suspicion.

The Yerrible Sufferings of Three Men Whom 
the Schooner Northam Picked Up). 

SAVANNAH, Ga., August 3l— {Special.] — The 
schooper Emily Northam, Captain H, H. Btet- 
son, consigned to McDonough & Co., arrived from 
Philadelphia today, having been delayed by the 
hurricane of Tuesday. She struck the storm filty 
miles east of Hatteras, and had a rough time. 
Next day about noon she sighted a boat, bottom 
up, with three mea clinging to her, She bore 
down. and after considerable trouble succeeded 
in reaching the distressed men and fouad they 
belonged to the schooner Gussie Wilson, Captain 
Crapo, from New Yors for 
Fernandina with railroad tron. The party 
were rescued and found to be the captain 
and twoseamen, Captain Crapo reports that he 
left New York on the 19th, and Tuesday 25th, off 
Hatteras, encountered the hurricane, which in- 
creased in violence, and Wednesday afternoon 
reached its height. He lost his jibboon and fore- 
top mast, sprung her bowsprit and commenced to 
leak. Aftera hard battle he found five feetzof 
water in her hold, and being unable to check her, 
coucluded to abandon her, and launched a life: 
boat with five of the crew. They entered, and 
hardly left the schooner when she went down. 
The stewart, John Clinker, was drowned & few 
minutes after the boat capsized, and one sailor 
was washed off and drowned. After 
being buffetted about, suffering terribly. The 
mate became exhausted and eank beneath the re- 
morseless waves. Captain Crapo’s account to THE 
CONSTITUTION’S representative isthe most thrill- 
inghe ever heard. The sea hit the boat, rolled 
her over and over, and threw the three men 
clinging to her twenty feet or more awsy. They 
would ewim back and recover 
her only to be wasbed}iway again,’ CaptainjCrapo 
estimates that this occurred at least a hundred 
times, but fortunately they were able to regain 
the swamped poat and keep themselves atioat.

The Biggest Snake Ever Found in Georgia 
or Apy Where Else,

Mr. W. C. Cox left on last Tuesday for his 
card factory at Wait’s mill, in Chambers 
county, but a few deys before shaking West 
Point dust from his feet, he told a huge snake 
story.

There wasaitime in the history of Georgia 
when it was safe. Then vast areas of unimproved 
and important land were built up and companies 
felt encouraged in making the requisite outlay. 
There is just as much need now in many locaii- 
ties for railroads as there ever was, but there is 
but little prospect of getting them bnilt, and 
they will not be built as long as there is an arbi- 
trary board with the right to so regulate rates as 
to seriously impair their property without allow- 
ing them the rights of appeal. 

The following table has been carefully compiled 
showing’ the roads now under charter in this state, 
when they are to be built, what they cost, and 
how much will be spent in each county. And 
there is not a man in the legislature that does not 
know why a majority of these roads is not under 
construction today.

A DASTARDLY OUTRAGE. 


The Little Village of Peyton the Scene of a 
Terrible Crime, 


Intelligence of a fiendish assault 
aged white ledy, near Peyton, on 
Pacific road, reached Atlanta 
afternoon. 

The sesault was made yesterday morning 
about ten o'clock by a white man named Da- 
vis. 

The ledy assaulted was Mrs. Foster. 

Peyton is2 small station about seven miles 
from the city. It isabout two miles east of 
the convict camps, and is located in a country 
quite thickly populated. Mrs, Foster lives 
near the station and is frequently alone dur- 
ing the day. She is 

WELL ADVANCED IN YEARS 

and has passed an uneventful life in her little 
home, Yesterday morning, it appears trom 
all that can be, ascerteined, that a young 
white man, who was a stranger to the people, 
went to Peyton and passed several hours 
walking and sitting about and taiking to 
thote who were hanging sround. He gave 
persons with whom he talked the impression 
that he belonged in Austell, and that he was 
waiting at Peyton for @ train to Atlanta. 
About ten o’clock he walked away from the 
station and went in the direction of Mrs. Fos- 
ter’s home, but no one who saw him paid any 
attention to his absence. 

Some time after the man left the station,two 
men who were working near Mrs. Foster’s 

HEARD SCREAM AFTPE SCREAM 
emanate from her house, The men fearing 
that something wes wrong, hurried toward tha 
house and reached the front dosr just as a 
men, astrangerto them, started out.. Both 
men instantly grabbed the stranger, and, al- 
though he fought furiously, detained him 
until Mrs. Foster could explain the cause of 
her screems. This she quickly did, and her 
story induced the men to decide to hold their 
prisoner and turn bim over to the authorities 
to await the course of law. The man was as 
anxious to secure his freedom, however, as his 
captors were to retain him, and a terrible 
struggle ensued. ‘The 
PRISONER WAS STRONG 
end determined, but finally the combined 
strength of the two men, together with his 
hard work to break away, overcame him and 
he gave in. The men then debated what 
they should do, and agreed to take him to the 
nearest constable and surrender him. Having 
arrived at this conclusion one of the men 
egreed. to hold their prisoner while 
the other went in search of a rope 
with whichtotie him. This wasa fatal mis- 
take, for the instant the two men separated, 
the prisoner made cne grand effort to free 
himeelf.. He shook his captor off and witha 
powerlul blow sent him reeling eway. This 
gave him a chence which he accept- 
ed end in a second he was 
SPINNING ACROSS THE FIELDS 

towards the woods. Whenthe man who had 
been knocked down arose he began yelling for 
his partner, and when that person reached him 
they both started after the fugitive, but the 
rece wes short, for the fugitive soon disap- 
peared in the woods. 

The two men hurried to Peyton and gave 
the alarm. Ineashort while several persons 
were Out searching for the scoundrel. A 
messenger was sent to Ubattahoochee and 
from that place. telegrams wore sent up 
and down the Georgia Pacific road notifying 
the marsbais at the different towns to be on 
the waich for the man. Insome way it was 
escertained that the man who mede the as- 
seult was John Davis and that he had re- 
cently been discharged from 

ONE OF THE CONVICT CaMPs, 
where he bad served a term of six months fo. 
enitie stealing. 

The intelligence of the aflair reached the 
city first by the Georgia Pacific wire, when 
the operator at Chaitahoochee was notifying 
the officers to be. on the alert forthe fugitive. 
Laterthe samesource told that Davis, the 
fugitive, wasa discharged convict and that 
he had assaulted Mrs. Foster. 
Subsequent to the reception 
ofthis intelligence Captain English, of the 
board of police commissioners, put himself in 
communication with the superintendent of the 
convict campsonthe river. The superintend- 
entinformea Ceptain English that no such 
afiair had occurred, but said that a young 
negro man had 

APPROACHED A CONVICT “*xunvery™ ad 
near the camp during the day and asked for. 
something to eat. The ‘‘trusty’’ by consider- 
able ialk ascertained that the negro was hid- 
ipg out because he was wanted in Campbell 
county fer a-criminalassault upon # white 
lady, and then carried him to camp and 
turned him over to the superintendent, 
who is now holding hin. Captain 
English was induced to believe 
that the story of Davis’s assault 
upon Mre. Foster grew out of the negro’s arrest 
and it appeared as if he was correct. 

After Captain English had consulted by 
telephone with the camps, a ConsTiTuTioN 
reporter visited the Georgia Pacific welegraph 
office and through the kindness of Mr. Smith,

at Chattahoochee. The operator who gave 
the first intelligence of the assault was the 
day man and the one with whom Mr. Smith 
talked wasthe night man. The night operator 
confirmed the day operator’s story. e Was 
then informed of the negro’s arrest, and asked 
if that case might not be the one to which the 
operator referred. He anewered no, and 
added: 

Today atil o'clock John Davis entered Mrs 
Foster's house and attempted to outrage her. Her 
screams were heard by some men near who 
went to the house in time to catch Davis. While 
one ol the men went for a rope Davis got away, 
Davis has just served six months sentence ia the 
chaingang for stealing an ox. 

THE STORY CONFIRMED 

This appeared a complete confirmation of 
the first story. Deputy Sheriff Green knows 
every body in that section of the country, and 
says that Mrs, Foster, an aged lady, lives near 
Peyton. Then too, 2 white man named Davis 
wee sent tothe chain gang sbout six months 
sgo for a term of six months. He was 
charged with cattle stealing, and was carried 
to the camps by Stationhouse Keeper Kysn. 
He answers the description of the man wa0o 
mede the asseult. 

The first intelligence of the assault was re- 
ceived in the city too late to permit a visit to 
the plece.
